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British Envoy Asserts 
Kaiser Refused to 60

EASY WAY To PARIS 


LONDON, Aug. 27.—The British foreign 
office tonight issued in the form of a 
white paper the report of Sir William 
Goschen, the former ambassador at Ber- 
jin, on the rupture of diplomatic relations 
with Germany. 

The report is dated Aug. 8, and says 
that in accordance with instructions of 
Aug. 4 from Sir Edward Grey, secretary 
of state for foreign affairs, the ambassa- 
dor called on the German secretary of 
state, Gottlieb von Jagow. He inquired 
whether Germany would refrain from vio- 
lating Belgian neutrality. 


Germans Refused to Budge. 

“Herr von Jagow, the report con- 
tinues, “‘ at once replied that he was sorry 
to sey his answer must be no, as in con- 
sequence of the German troops having 
erosted the frontier that morning, Bel- 
gian neutrality already had been vio- 
lated, 

Herr von Jagow again went into the 
reasons why the imperial government 
had been obliged to take this step—name- 
ly: that they had to advance into France 
by the quickest and easiest way in order 
to be able to get well ahead with their 
operations and endeavor to strike some 
Aecisive blow as early as possible. 


Sought Easy Way to France. 

“It was a matter of lite or death ior 
them, for if they had gone by the more 
southern route they could not have hoped, 
in view of the paucity of roads and the 
strength of the fortresses, to have got 
through without formidable opposition, 
entailing great loss of time. 

“This loss of time would mean time 
gained by the Russians for the bringing 
up of their troors to the German fron- 
tier. Rapidity of action was the great 
Jerman asset, while that of Russia was 
the inexhaustib!e supply of troops.

WAR NEWS SUMMARIZED. 


The French and British armies on a 
battle line 250 miles across are still 
strenuously opposing the advance of the 
German forces across the French fron- 
tier. The British troops are reported 


to be occupying a strong position and are 


supported by the French on both flanks. 

While the Germans have occupied the 
French cities of Lille, Valenciennes, and 
Roubaix, the official report from the war 
office described hopefully, from the view- 
point of the allies, operations to the east. 
Apparently the French troops in the 
Vosges district have resumed the offen- 
sive and have forced the Germans to 
retire on the St. Die side.

The former British ambassador at 
Berlin, Sir William Edward Goschen, 
in an official report published by the 
government in the form of a White Pa- 
per, tells in an interesting way of his in- 
terviews with the German minister for 
foreign affairs, Herr von Jagow, and 
the imperial German chancellor, Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, at the time of the 
British ultimatum demanding that Ger- 
many should cease violation of Belgian 
neutrality. According to the official re- 
port, Herr von Jagow deplored the step 
which Great Britain was about to take, 
as he saw the end of bis policy and that 
of the mnperial chancellor, which had 
been to make friends with Great Britain, 
and then through Great Britain to get 
closer to France.

Similarly the imperial chancellor was 
taken aback. He declared that Great 
Britain’s action was “ terrible to a de- 
gree” and declared that his policy by 
this step “was tumbled down like a 
house of cards.” He held Great Britain

Envoy Gets Final Reply. 

“I gave his|/excellency a written sum- 
mary of your telegram, and, pointing out 
that you had mentioned 12 o'clock as the | 
time when his majesty’s government 
would expect an answer, asked him 
Whether, in view of the terrible conse- 
quences which would necessarily ensue, 
it was not possible, even at the last mo- 
ment, that their answer should be recon- 
sidered. He replied that if the time given 
were even twenty-four hours or more, his 
ansWer must be the same, 

“I said that in that case I should have 
to demand my passports. 

“The interview took place about 7 
o'clock. In a short conversation which

Get Out of Europe,

Secretary of State Warns 
Compatriots of War

Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—Secretary 
Bryan today cabled all American em- 
bassies and legations in Europe to urge 
Americans to leave Europe without delay. 

Secretary Bryan issued the following 
formal statement: 

“ Americans in Burope are advised to 
return home ag soon as they can obtain 
transportation facilities. War creates 
uncertainty, so that predictions about the 
future cannot be made with any certainty 
or accuracy. 

“It is not wise, therefore, for Ameri- 
cans abroad to delay their return longer 
than necessary.”

ST. PETERSBURG, via London, Aug. 
27.—The following official communication 
was made public here today: 

“Our offensive, both in East Prussia 
and Galicia, developed increasing success 
on Aug. 25. The Germans hastily re- 
treated everywhere toward Koenigsberg 
and Allenstein, in East Prussia. 

“In Galicia our troops are marching 
rapidly on Lemberg; they are approach- 
ing the city quickly. Our cavairy has 
pursued the enemy everywhere on our 
line, our advance frequently engaging the 
Austrians, who each time have been 
beaten and routed.” 

It is officially announced that the Rus- 
sians have occupied Tilsit, a town sixty 
miles northeast of Koenigsberg. 


Germans Leave Poisoned Food? 
A Russlan army order prohibits the use 
ot food and forage abandoned by the 
Germans because of cases of poisoning 
which have occurred at Eydtkuhnen, 
Gumbinnen, and Insterburs. 

According to all accounts the Germans 
were taken by surprise by the rapidity 
of the Russian cavairy movements and 
the dash through the Masur lake dis- 
trict, where five lines of defense were 
flanked. After the capture of Gumbin- 
nen and Insterburg, the line which was 
strongest, the Angerburg line Was taken 
without fighting. 

The swift Russian movement, together 
with the crossing of the river Angerapp 
and the successful battle northward to- 
ward Neidenburg, seals the fate of the 
central fortifications. Fort Boyen is now 
surrounded on all sides, and passage 
through East Prussia is, consequently, | 
quite open. | 


Russians Control East Prussia, | 
PARIS, Aug. 27.—An official statement | 


issued by the war office this afternoon | 
says: 

“The German troops returned from the 
region of Mazuren in East Prussia after 
the Russian victory. A Russian advance 
is unretarded in that country, which pre- 
sents difficulties and the outlet of which 
to the west was occupied yesterday. It 
is confirmed that 100 cannon were taken 
from the enemy.” 


Germans Retreat to Osterode. 

LONDON, Aug. 27.—It is officially an- 
nounced, says the St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent of the Exchange Telegraph 
company, that the Russian advance is 
proceeding in Prussia with irresistible 
force. The Germans have retreated to 
Osterode, a town of Bast Prussia, 100 
miles west of Guinbinnen. 


Details of German Rout, 

The Morning Post's correspondent at 
gt.

“The Twentieth German army corps, 
which defended the Mazur lake region, 
has retired precipitately past Allenstein, 
ite headquarters in peace time, as far as 
Osterode, which is on the direct railway 
une to Danzig.

ANTWERP, Aug. 27.—The helmeted 
legions of the kaiser, driven out of Ma- 
lines on Tuesday, were reinforced yesa- 
terday and before their overwhelming 
onset the Belgians sullenly gave way and 
retreated with chins on shoulders.

Over 100,000 in Battle. 

The battle of Malines, in which four 
Beigian divisions, totaling 50,000 men, 
contended with a considerably stronger 
force of Germans, was fought in that 
wonderfully beautiful region five miles 
soysh- of the famous lace etty and a dosen 
miles from Brussels. a 

To get @ clear conception of the battle 
one must picture a fifty foot high rall- 
way embankment, its steeply sloping 
sides heavily wooded, stretching across u 
smiling, fertile countryside like a mon- 
estrous green snake. On this line run fast 
trains from Antwerp to Brussels. Ma- 
lines, with its historic buildings and fa- 
mows cathedral, lies on one side of this 
embankment, and Wilworde on the other, 
four miles separating them. 


Belgians Take Offensive. 

On Tuesday the Belgians, believing the 
German communications to be poorly 
guarded and the German garrison in 
Brussels too weak to assist them, rashly 
sallied from the shelter of the Antwerp 
defense sand took the offensive like « 
terrier striking a bulldog. 

They drove the Germans from Malines, 
but the Germans brought up a fresh army 
corps and yesterday morning the Belgians 
found themselves in a perilous position. 
The battle hinged on the possession of the 
embankment and was fought along a ten 
mile front.

Famous Cathedral Struck. 

The famous cathedral in Malines was 
struck nine times.

A por- 
tion of the great clock, the largest in 
Belgium, was smashed, and five shells 
fell through the roof, strewing the chan- 
cel with débris so worship was no longer 
possible. The town hall was badly dam- 
aged. 

In the square in which the cathedral 
stands every window pane was smashed 
by the concussion of shells. Two shells 
burst on the glass roof of the railway sta- 
tion. Scores of houses are roofless. 
Wherever shelle burst the giase of win- 
dows in houses surrounding has been 
shaken into fragments. The streets are 
strewn with ground and splintered glass. 

The death roll is not high, however. 
Soon after the bombardment began a man 
and his wife were killed in their bed by a 
shell which struck the roof. 


Retreat of Belgians Described. 
The retreat from Malines was a never- 
to-be-forgotten sight. For twenty miles 


every road was jammed with clattering 


cavalry, plodding infantry, and rumbiing 
guns, their caissons covered with green 
boughs to mask their position.

ASSERTS GERMANY SPURNED PEACE

that he must understand that under the 
circumstances and in view of our en- 
gagements, hie majesty'’s government 
could not have acted otherwise than it 
had done.“ 


Chancellor in a Rage. 

The ambassador then went to see the 
imperial chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, and he found him very excited. 

“The chancellor,” the report says, be- 
gan a harangue which lasted about 
twenty minutes. He said the step taken 
by Great Britain was terrible to a de- 
gree. Just for a word, ‘neutrality — 
word, which in war time had been so 
often disregarded; just for a scrap of pa- 
per Great Britain was going to make war 
on a kindred nation, who desired nothing 
better than to be friends with It. 

“All his efforts in that direction had 
been made useless by this last terrible 
step, and the policy to which, as 1 knew, 
he had devoted himself since his acces- 
sion to office Was tumbled down like a 
house of cards. 


British Act Unthinkable? 

What we had done was unthinkable. 
It was like striking a man from behind 
while he was fighting for hie life againat 
two assailants. He held Great Britain 
responsible for all the terrible events that 
might happen. 

I protested strongly against this state- 
ment and sald that in the same way as he 
and Herr von Jagow wished me to under- 
stand that for strategical reasons it was 
a matter of life or death to Germany to 
advance through Belgium and violate the 
latter’s neutrality, so I would wish him 
to understand that it was, so to speak, a 
matter of life or death for the honor of 
Great Britain that it should keep its sol- 
emn engagement to do its utmost to de- 
fend Belgium's neutrality if attacked. A 
solemn compact simply had to be kept. 
or what confidence could any one have 
in engagements given by Great Britain in 
the future. 

“The chancellor said: But at what 

rice will that compact have been kept? 

as the British government thought of 
that?’ 

“I hinted to his excellency as plainly 
as I could that fear of consequences could 
hardly be regarded as an excuse for 
breaking a solemn engagement. But his 
excellency was so excited, so evidently 


— — 


overcome by the news of our action, so 
little disposed to hear reason, that I re-, 
frained from adding fuel to the fame by 
further argument. 


Forced to Face War. 

“T said tat this was part of the trag- 
ody which 2aw two nations fall apart just 
at the moment when the relations be- 
tween them were more friendly and cor- 
dial than they had been for years. Un- 
fortunately, notwithstanding our efforts 
to maintain peace between Austria and 
Russia, war has spread and brought us 
face to face with a situation which en- 
tailed our separation from our late fellow 
workers. He would readily understand 
that no one regretted this more than I.” 

The British ambassador declares he 
handed a telegraphic report of the con- 
vergation to the telegraph office in Berlin 
for transmission, but that it never 
reached the British foreign office. 


Published War Declaration. 

That evening Herr Zimmerman, under- 
secretary of state, called on Sir William 
Goschen and asked whether the call for 
his passports was equivalent to a dcecla- 
ration of war. 

The ambassador replied that there had 
been cases where diplomatic relations 
had been broken off in which war had not 
ensued, but his instructions showed that 
if a reply was not received by 12 o'clock 
Great Britain would take such steps as 
its engagements required. 

Herr Zimmerman said that it was in 
fact a declaration of war, as Germany 
could not give the assurances required. 
Soon afterwards a flysbeet was issued by 
the Berliner Tageblatt stating that Great 
Britain had declared war against Ger- 
many. 

“ Immediately,’ the report says, an 
exceedingly excited and unruly mob as- 
sembled before the embassy and the po- 
lice were overpowered. We took no no- 
tice of this until the crash of glass and 
the landing of cobblestones in the draw- 
ing room, where we were all sitting, 
warned us that the situation was getting 
unpleasant.”’ 

The ambassador telephoned to the for- 
eign office and police were sent and 
cleared the street. No more direct un- 
pleasantness occurred, 

Herr von Jagow called and expressed 
hie regrets. He said the bahavior of his 
countrymen made him feel more ashamed 
than he sould say.

Regulations of McAdoo. 

In his statement Secretary McAdoo 
fixes regulations for the issuance de- 
scribed.

“Among the eligible securities to be 
used as a basis for the issue of currency 
I have decided to accept from national 
banks, through their respective national 
currency associations, notes secured by 
warehouse receipts for cotton or tobacco 
and having not more than four months 
to run at 75 per cent of their face value. 

The banks and the assets of all banks 
belonging to the currency association will 
be jointly and severally able to the 
United States for the redemption of such 
additional circulation, and a lien will ex- 
tend to and cover the assets of dil banks 
belonging to the association and/to the 
securities deposited by the banks with

Some Foreign Names. 


BY CORA ROCHE HOWLAND. 
OREIGN names occurring in war dispatches may be divided into three 
= classes. First, those which have an English form or which are so fa- 
miliar that they have a recognized English pronunciation, regardless of 
the native spelling or pronunciation. Such are Paris, Antwerp, Brussels, 
Vienna, Belgrade, Ostend, and many others, 

A second group is made up of names whica have different forms in lan- 
guages other than English. In such cases the French form is usually more fa- 
miliar to American readers. Such are Aix-la-Chapelle (Aachen in German), 
Mayence (Mainz in German), Liege (Luttich in German), Thionville (Dieden- 
hoffen in German), or Montreux-Vieux, which is Alt Münsterol in German. 

The third class comprises those names which are almost or totally unfa- 
miliar in English. These names should be pronounced as nearly as possible 
in the native way. In any attempt to represent the native pronunciation to 
readers of English it will be necessary first to agree on certain symbols. Thus 
the combination eu may be used for the sound expressed by those letters in 
French, a sound like that of i in bird. Ang as in sang is the nearest English 
equivalent to the French nasal vowel represented by in, ain, ein, or other com- 
binations in French. Zh may stand for the sound of s in pleasure or < in azure. 
Long and short vowels are to be pronounced as usually in English, short d as in 
cat, long d as in hate, and so on; u stands for a sound manera e, but 
more like e. „

KAISER TO SAVE 
NAVY TILL LAST 


German Consul Does Not Be- 


lieve It Will Attempt 
Battle with British. 


SEES CZAR SMALL PERIL 


The German fleet will not engage the 
English men of war unless the conditions 
are particularly favorable to the kai- 
ser’s ships, in the opinion of Baron Kurt 
von Reiswits, acting consul in Chicago 
and a lieutenant of German artillery. 
With their feet intact the Germans will 
have a high trump still to play when the 
conditions of peace are to be determined, 
he believes. 

Our fleet now occupies an almost tm- 
position around the Kiel 
canal, said the consul yesterday. The 
English vessels are unable to approach. 
The chief fortification for the defense of 
the coast is Heligoland. It was just com- 
pleted last spring, and is supposed to 
be one of the strongest positions in the 
world. It is, however, qnly one of many 
defenses guarding our base. 


Germans Are Lucky. 

The baron stated that the Germans 
might go out to meet the enemy if they 
could be assured of the support of the 
gune from Heligoland in the fight. Oth- 
erwise the risk would be far too great, he 
believes, 

It is a splendid thing for us that none 
of the English ships are in the Baltic at 
the other end of the canal, said the 
baron. “If many of them were there 
the situation for our ships would be much 
more critical, because then we would be 
obliged to mass defenses on two sides.” 


Paris Advance Delayed. 

In discussing the continental situation 
the baron pointed out that before the ad- 
vance on Paris could be made from the 
north the French army at the south would 
have to be disastrously defeated or. else 
surrounded and besieged. He declared 
that so long as there was a considerable 
body of French troops free to cut the 
communications of the German northern 
army that force could advance only 
slowly. 

It ja almost impossible to believe that 
the Russians are in any wa} menecing 
our position at this timé,” seid the consyl 
in speaking of the eastern campsign. 
“They have hardly reached our first line 
of defenses along the Vistula, They have

Washington, D. C., Aug, 27.—[ Special. } 
Today's dispatches from London and 
| Paris indicate an important event in the 
military situation on the Frenen-German 


some of the remains of the Belgian field 
army, have taken up the line Cambrai- 
Lecateau, to which they retired five days 


ago. 

It is further stated that they are hold- 
ing the Germans in check on this line. 
This means that the Germans have broken 
the French extreme left and have en- 
tered France and (pened up the great 
roads leading from Namur and the south- 
ern part of Belgium to Laon, and for that 
matter in the direction of Paris. 

The fact that the allies are fighting the 
Germans on the Cambrai-Lecateau line 
means that the Germans have isolated 
them there so taey can take no part in 
the general battle further to the south 
and east. 


Thinks Situation Serious. 

This is indeed serious. If the main 
French army has eccepted battle in or 
near Reims under these conditions, the 
chances are strong that the Germans will 
turn it completely and possibly drive it 
into the fortified line Toul-Verdun. 

It is to be noted in this connection that 
the German pressure against the French 
right In this area is reported to have let 
up a little in the lest few days and the 
French are again saying that they have 
taken the offensive in Lorraine. It this 18 
so, it is exactly whet the Germans want, 
as it will ald the turning movement by 
keeping a mass cf French troops just 
where they desire to place the whole 
French feld army. 

Should the Germans prove successful 
in this, it would mean the greatest sur- 
render in history end the extinction of 
large organized res:stance by the French. 

The movement that is taking place in 
the direction of Lille, which with Mau- 
beuge and the intervening ground forms 
France's only permanent defensive area 
opposite the Belgian frontier, will not 
only carry the German army to Dunkirk 
and Calais on the English channel, but 
is very apt to cut off the English retreat 
from Le Cateau, if it has not done so by 
this time. 

This would make airship operations 
against England close to a reality, in 
addition to torpedo operations along the 
coast. 


Pictures German Operations. 

The whole German operation on the 
French frontier may be understood by 
assuming that the outstretched hand is 
the frontier, Belfort being directly under 
the thumb, Vordun the knuckles, and 
Maubeuge under the little finger. 

The main French army then is in the 
palm of the hand, and the German army 
ia closing in on it just as one closes the 
fingers. The hand is now well more than 
a quarter shut. 

The reports of the Russian advance 
issued at St. Petersburg, but not vouched 
for by either the Paris or London offices, 
are being promulgated for home consump- 
tion and to keep up the hopes of the peo- 
ple during this terrible crisis. 


GERMANS HOLD 17 PRELATES 


Cardinals at Rome Are Perturbed 
Over Reported Seizure of Clergy 
a* Liege. 


ROME, via Paris, Aug. 27.—The car- 
dinals who met today in the seventh con- 
gregation preparatory to the conclave 
which will elect a successor to Pope Pius 
were pcrturbed over a report that seven- 
teen prelates in Liege are being held by 
the Germans as hostages against acts of 
hostility on the part of the population of 
the Belgian city. 


Tells of Pope’s Will. 

PARIS, Aug. 2/.—A dispatch to the 
Havas agency from Rome says the will of 
the late Pope Pius X., written clearly in 
his own hand, covers three pages. 

His holiness began by recommending 
his soul to God by an invocation to the 
Virgin. 

The will then stipulates some legacies, 
| the fulfillment of which he recommends 
to his successor. The,.testament will 
be published as a Cocument in honor of 
the pope and to show his disinterestedness 
in earthly things.

I am very glad to be in 
France, as there will be enough food, and 
the French are too patriotic to allow an 
augmentation of prices of foodstuffs. As 
soon as a shopkeeper tries to raise prices, 
Zip! Bang! out goes his window, produce,. 
and all. 

It seems a great shame that so many 
people have to die, but German militarism 
is a curse to the world. This will be the 
end. There will be a great upheaval of 
the German Socialists, an overthrow of 
the German military, and the establish- 
ment of a republic.

Change Comes in Few Days. 

The letter dated Aug. 16 gives a differ- 
ent version of the food supply. 

“Food is running very low and salt 
seems to have run out entirely. There 
is much misery here. Women are crying 
in the streets, it says. The omnibuses 
and subways are closed and there is a 
general tenseness as before a great ca- 
lamity. The men have nearly all mobi- 
lized. Thousands and thousands have 
left for the frontier. There seems to be 
no money at all. I saw a line of Amer- 
icans before the American Express com- 
pany office at least a block long, hoping, 
I suppose, to get money to go away. 

“TIT am not afraid and am going to 
stay. However, if I can't get money, it 
will be very serious. It is said the Ger- 
mans may be in Paris in ten days. Peo- 
ple thought last nig that there was 
a big Zeppelin flying over the city and 
there was much fear. Last night the 
street mobs destroyed German shops.” 

The young man in another letter men- 
tions that he has volunteered for Red 
Cross service with the French army.

We do not gather that the French have been 
demoralized. They have been shaken but not 
broken. In what in the end may prove to be 
an unequal war, the inequalities are on the side 
of the Germans thus far. Servia has kept the 
Austrians out, but it does not seriously threaten 
the dual monarchy. The crawling Russian colussus 
has not yet been more than a threat. 

Germany and Austria have had almost free 
hand to carry out the plan of smashing France. 
In battles involving such numbers, the troops Great 
Britain thus far has put in the field are drops 
in the bucket. The Belgians contributed their 
gallant part in the preliminary resistance. But in 
this struggle of French, British, Russian, Japa- 
nese, and Belgian against the Teuton, the French 
have not materially felt the comfort of sustaining 
arms, 

Whatever gallantries the allies may have dis- 
played, that ironic euphemism, the glory of battle, 
is in the talons of the German eagle. So much 
for the theatric aspect, for shock and pomp and 
marching triumphs. The crushing, disastrous

Russia can 
prolong a war which France might have to abandon.

The workers in these cities, where they are not of 
foreign birth themselves, are sons of immigrants, 
sons of men who worked in the cities before them, 
and who had never acquired a connection with the 
soil. : 

The situation is hardly better in the small towas, 
even if the connection between the factory worker 
and the man on the land is somewhat closer there. 
The reason is that the patriarchal atmosphere, 
which permeates the family in Europe, is non- 
existent in the United States. The individualistic 
spirit has swallowed up the communal instinct in 
this country. The distance between cousins is far 
greater here than it is in the old world. The 
“help yourself” principle which is so strongly em- 
phasised by Anglo-Saxon civilization makes the 
bonds between relatives much less enduring. 

When a factory shuts down in an American city 
three-fourths of the employés, or thereabouts, must 
find work in another factory within a certain time. 
When the savings of such workers-are eaten up and 
still there is no job in sight there is nothing but 
despair.and starvation ahead of them. They must

REASONS FOR COURAGE AND CONFIDENCE. 


[From the Minneapolis Journal.! 
Francis Thompson once noted that the poets of 


his century—and it would be true of the present 
century as well—rarely succeeded in expressing 
joy in their poetry, op reat sadness they ren- 


dered with dignity a real insight. Doubtless 
the world situation was “too much with them,” 
and the forces that made for hate rather than 
for love were too well comprehended. 

When Baroness Bertha von Suttner wrote her 
book, Lay Down Your Arms,“ an expression of 
pain at the image of war, her clear vision at- 
tracted much attention. Now that her posthu- 
mous book, “ When Thoughts Will Soar,” an ex- 
pression of joy at the vision of universal peace, 
is at hand, it is said by some of the critics that 
she does not paint as convincing a picture of 
perpetual peace as she did of the image of war. 
For the uninspired mind ig more easily moved at 
the sight of things as they are than at the pros- 
pect of things as they may be. . 

Yet why should we hesitate or doubt? The 
reformation and the French revolution were 
epochal crises in the history of demucracy. Each 
period was marked by wars the most terrible and 
prolonged. Yet out of both of these eras democ- 
racy emerged stronger than ever before. A new 
and better impulse toward the peaceful state 
came into the hearts of men out of these strug- 
gies. And no one need fear now but what the 
same terrible lesson will be learned even in the 
same harsh school 

Pointing to the condition of the nations today, 
some one asked in a letter to a New York news- 
paper, What bas Christianity done toward civ- 
flizing the world?” Doubtless this question has 
arisen in many minds. Admiral Mahan, the well 
known naval expert, answered it in the néxt is- 
sue of the same paper, as follows: 

here is no such thing as ‘Christian Europe’ 
or a Christian state. There is a Europe, and 
there are states, in which exists a large body of 
persons who hold the Christian faith and earnest- 
ly, if imperfectly, try to practice it in their lives. 
The presence of these through the centuries has 
been the leaven which has effected what is called 
Christian civilization. The result, Christian civ- 
llizatio found only where the Christian leaven 
is found; from which may certainly be inferred 
that to tis cause it is due.” 

The student of history or of revelation, if he 
looks aright, may clearly enotgh see the blue 
behind the dark clouds of the present—and take 
courage.

SERIES NO. 8. 
N my way down this morning 1 
passed a grocery store in the win- 
dows of which I noticed many 
sheets of fly paper stuck thick with 
flies. If flies must get into a store; 
the best place for them is on fly paper. 

An ice cream dealer once told me he 
never froze flies in his cream. He always 
skimmed them out before he started 
freezing. We were talking to the point 
as we stood by a vat of milk in which 
there were many files. Of course, catch- 
ing flies in a grocery store is quite differ- 
ent from skimming files off the milk, 
Nevertheless, fy paper is not the best 
solution of the grocery situation. 

In the alley behind this store was a 
manure box, unscreened, uncovered, and 
untreated. The grocery man was com- 
pelled to spend money for screens on his 
front door and fly paper because he main- 
tained a fly breeder at his back door. 


— 

The best procedure for the grocery man 
is to prevent files from breeding in his 
neighborhood, This he can do by abol- 
ishing breeding places on his own prem- 
ises and then having his neighbors do 
likewise—peaceably if possible, by law 
if necessary. 

The second best procedure is to keep 
things in and around his store so clean 
that flies will go elsewhere in search of 
food. On a vacant piece of ground against 
an adjacent wall a dozen or more empty 
milk cans were stacked, awaiting the 
coming of the milkman. Flies were feed- 
ing on these. The ground around the 
store was dirty. At one side was a lot 
of cantaloupe seed; at another point were 
the leavings of a watermelon. The in- 
terior of the store was not clean enough 
to starve a fly. 

a 

The third best policy ts to keep the 
flies out of the store. This the proprietor 
tried to do by screening his doors. The 
doors of a store are being opened 60 con- 
stantly that screen doors work only fair- 
ly well. He could have helped matters 
by placing a fan just outside the door, in 
the entry, so as to keep a strong current of 
air playing across the doors. Flies keep 
away from strong aircurrents A daily 
wiping of the screens with kerosene 
would have helped a little. 

The fourth best thing is to catch or kill 
the files that have gotin. This the man 
was doing with fly paper. A y trap or 
two would have helped matters greatly.

Vr one peer of the British realm is 
now bearing arms against bng- 
land—namely: Viscount Taaffe of 
Corren, twelfth holder of this 
Irish peerage, and also lord of Bal- 

lymote, both in the county of Sligo. He 
ia serving in the Austrian army as cap- 
tain of Emperor Francis Joseph's First 
Dragoon regiment, which is in the fleld 
in Alsace-Lorraine codperating with the 
German troops there against the allied 
English and French forces. 

Under the laws which existed in Eng- 
land until forty-four years ago the fact 
that Lord Taaffe had borne arms against 
King George and that he had been guilty 
of “aesisting any public enemy at war 
with his majesty in such war by any 
means whatsoever '’ would have been suf- 
ficient to attaint his two Irish peerage, 
the viscounty of Taaffe and the barony 
of Ballymote, both of which would have 
been forfeited along with his property 
to the crown as those of a traitor. 

However, in 1870 it was enacted by 
pariiament that there should no longer be 
any attainder or forfeiture on convic- 
tion of high treason, the so-called doc- 
trine of “ corruption of blood, both up- 
ward and downward,’ being abolished as 
inhuman. 

~o- 

Viscount Taaffe has no possessions 
within the limits ofAhe United Kingdom. 
But even if he had these could not now 
be declared forfeit, although they might 
be seized by the British government and 
held until the close of the conflict. 

Nor if Viscount Taaffe were captured by 
the English could he be called upon to 
undergo the dreadful penalties formerly 
inflicted upon those who had been guilty 
of treason, which provided that the of- 
fender “be drawn on a hurdle to the 
place of execution, there hanged by the 
neck, but not until he be dead, and that, 
while yet alive, he be disemboweled, and 
that his body be divided into. four quar- 
ters, the head and quarters to be at the 
disposal of the crown.“ 

These medieval methods of punishment 
were abolished in 1870 and the penalty 
was restricted to ordinary death with- 
out any of the ghastly trimmings above 
described. 

It may be taken for granted that any 
one sent to the scaffold for high treason 
in Great Britain nowadays would meet 
with hig death by hanging in the same 
way as an ordinary murderer. But the 
secretary of state is empowered by stat- 
ute to order, if he sees fit, that the sen- 
tence be changed from hanging to decapi- 
tation.

The last man condemned to death in 
England for high treason was the Aus- 
tralian born journalist and physician, Dr. 
Arthur Lynch, now Nationalist member 
of parliament for County Clare. 

Just eleven years have elapsed since he 
was convicted of high treason at the Old 
Bailey court in London, the capital sen- 
tence imposed upon him being subse- 
quentiy commuted to penal agvitude for 
life. 


He served only a year of his term, was 
then liberated on a ticket-of-leave by 


\the Unionist government, and received a 


free pardon from the crown when the

ell, grandfather of John Purroy Mitch- 
el, now mayor of New York. 

Both were convicted at Dublin in 1848 
for inciting rebellion against the govern- 
ment, and, while John Mitchell was sen- 
tenced to fourteen years’ transportation 
to the penal colony of Tasmania, Smith 
O'Brien was sentenced to death by hang- 
ing, with disemboweling, decapitation, 
and quartering. This sentence was com- 
muted to transportation for life in Tas- 
mania. 

John Mitchell escaped to the United 
States, became editor of the Enquirer at 
Richmond, Va., and of the Irish Citizen of 
New York, and died as member of parlia- 
ment for County Tipperary, being re- 
ceived on the occasion of his return to 
Ireland in 1874 with the utmost enthu- 
siasm. 

Smith O’Brien served but six years of 
his sentence and then received a free 
pardon. —

With regard to Viscount Taaffe, there is 
this to be said in his behalf: Although 
he is a British peer, he has never been 
a British citizen, being a native and citi- 
zen of Austria, of which empire his fa- 
ther was for many years prime minister. 

The present Viscount Taaffe has suc- 
ceeded his father in the possession of his 
extensive and valuable estates in Bo- 
hemia and in Hungary and also in his 
title of count of Austria and of the Holy 
Roman empire, bestowed upon his ances- 
tor by Emperor Leopold II. 200 years 
ago or more. 

In 1912 Viscount Taaffe applied to the 
British crown for permission to exercise 
his rights and prerogatives as a peer of 
the kingdom of Ireland. 

However, the committee of privileges 
of the house of lords, on the recommenda- 
tion of the lord high chancellors of Great 
Britain and of Ireland and of the attor- 
ney generals of the two kingdoms, re- 
jected his claim. 

The refusal was based on his objection 
to abandoning his Austrian allegiance 
and his commission in the Austrian army 
in order to become a British subject. 

It was admitted that he was the law- 
ful owner of the two Irish peerages in 
question, but it was decided that, as an 
alien and as giving his allegiance to a 
foreign sovereign, he could not be per- 
mitted to exercise any of the legisia- 
tive prerogatives of a peer of the British 
realm. ‘

LATE APPLE BLOSSOMS. 

Biue Island, IE., Aug. 22-—[To the 
Friend of.the People.)—The blossoms on 
an apple tree which is in the rear of my 
property fell off about three weeks ago. 
The tree bore six small apples. How do 
you account for this?

I can say that the blossoming of an apple 
tree at this time of the year is not unusual in 
Chicago. Quite often we find the shade trees 
gending forth new leaves after the old leaves 
have withered and dropped off. The destruc- 
tion of the old leaves is usually due to a com- 
bination of causes, such as dry weather, in- 
tense heat, smoke and dust which covers the 
leaves and fills the breathing pores, and the 
lack of good soll around the feeding roots. 

Of course the frutt trees in the city are sub- 
jected to the same conditions. Thus, after a 
heavy rain which will wash off the od leaves 
twigs, and new adventitious buds also, giving 
the tree a thorough watering, the tree will 
send forth new buds end after the 
intense heat returns. I lieve, however, 
that these second blossoms will not produce 
fruit because of the short growing period and 
the lack of fertilization. J. H. PROST, 
Superintendent of Parks and City Forester.

BOARD KEEPS HANDS OFF 
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„Shall not hand down my ruling until 
Itter I have read every line of the evi- 
gence presented to the board. That 
means that J shall take no action tonight. 
n may be a day or two before I do.” 

County Judge John E. Owens made the 
foregoing statement late last night in re- 
sponse to an inquiry as to whether he 
intended to overrule the action of the elec- 
ton commissioners in the petition filing 
investigation. 

By a vote of 2 to 1 the commissioners, 
early in the day, decided that no attempt 
should be made to change the order of the 
names on the official primary ballot as 

certified by County Clerk Sweitzer and 
Gity Clerk Connery. Commissioner How- 
ard S. Taylor voted against this resolu- 
tion. 

Hoyne Charges Well Founded. 

The commissioners also adopted sup- 
plemental resolutions finding that the 
charges preferred by State’s Attorney 
Hoyne were, in their opinion, well 
founded. They recommended that the 
state’s attorney proceed with a grand jury 
investigation. President Kellerman voted 
against this move, and Taylor and Czar- 
necki for it. 

Another resolution was carried urging 
the next legislature to pass remedial leg- 
islation that would end the filing day 
scandal, as well as provide the necessary 
legal machinery for shortening the ballot 
and in general cleaning up elections in 
Chicago. In preparing the data for the. 
legislature, Commissioner Czarnecki had 
written into the supplemental resolution 
provision for the naming of a commission 
to be composed of members of the bench, 
bar, and civic organizations of Chicago. 


Not Sufficient Time. 

While Commissioners Czarnecki and 
Taylor voted to sustain the charges of 
the state’s attorney as to alleged fraudu- 
lent favoritism in the county clerk’s office 
in placing the so-called Deneen and Sulli- 
van slates first on the ballot, Commis- 
sioner Czarnecki and President Keller- 
man held that not sufficient time was 
available to change the order of certifica- 
tion and get the 3,000,000 ballots printed 
in time for the primary, and that they 
had no legal right to go behind the cer- 
tifications. a 
The action of the majority of the com- 
missioners in holding against a change 
of County Clerk Sweitzer’s certification 
caused rejoicing among the leaders of the 
regular organizations. 

This rejoicing, however, may be short 
lived. Judge Owens held a long confer- 
ence with States Attorney Hoyne last 
night before announcing he would with- 
held his decision. At this conference it 
is known that Mr. Hoyne vebemently 
urged the County judge to take the whole 
ease in his own hands and disregard the 
action of the election board, 


Judge Owens Impressed. 

Judge Owens appeared to be impressed 
with the argument of Mr. Hoyne, and, 
while not expressing an opinion, it was 
gathered he might today or tomorrow 
throw out the action of the election board 
and himself decide just how the names 
should appear. 

When asked if his delay would not in- 
terfere with the printing of the ballots 
Judge Owens said:

POUR PLEDGES ON WOMEN 


Candidates, Apparently, Al- 
ways Were for Suffrage. 


200 ARRIVE EACH DAY. 


Poll by Mrs. Trout Brings Flood of 
Affirmatives. 


All the present candidates—from town 
clerk to Municipal judge—seem to be, to 
a man, earnest advocates of woman's po- 
litical freedom. Their declarations to 
this effect are pouring into the headquar 
ters of the Illinois Equal Suffrage asset; 
ation in the Tower building at the rate of 
200 a day. 

The aspirants for “ political ” remem- 
brance on election day, according to their 
own statements, are and always have 
been ardent supporters of woman suf- 
frage. Since their early Gays, when in 
knickerbockers, they attended suffrage 
meetings with their gram@mothers, they 
had been burdened with convictions on 
the woman question. 

The occasion for the expression of their 
comvictions was brought about by a let- 
ter from Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, state 
president of the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
association, which has reached more than 


2.000 candidate for state, county, and city 


offices. 
Mrs. Trout Asks Stand, 

Mrs. Trout wished to know each candi- 
date’s position on the important question 
of woman suffrage before the precinc’ 
commiteemen were elected. The precinet 
committeemen in each county constitute 
the county central committees in the va- 
rious political. parties. The senatorial 
committeemen, according to the primary 
law, decide the number of nominees for 
the house of representatives. It is im- 
portant, therefore, that women should 
gee that committeemen are elected who 
stand for the present suffrage law and 
also for full suffrage for women. 

So this letter, which brought the quick 
responses, went out to the candidates two 
days ago. 

„Some of the people in your district are 
writing and asking us how you stand on 
the question of woman suffrage,” the let- 
terran. “ Many of those legislators who 
voted for the bill are now standing not 
only for the new suffrage law but for full 
suffrage for women. 


Many Change Attitude. 

“Many of those who v against the 
bill believe that the change in public sen- 
timent has changed the situation and 
they are now in favor of the new suffrage 
law, and are also standing for full suf- 
frage for women. We do not wish to do 
any one an injustice, but we do wish to do 
full justice to every candidate. 

“Will you kindly let us know at once 
how you stand on this important ques 
tion?

Moldy Bread and 7 


CERTAIN baker frequently fails 
with his salt rising bread. He has 
good recipes, apparently. for 
everything, for all his goods are 
popular with particular people. 

But there are some important things be- 
sides recipes and mechanical skil! that 
make for success in cooking food. 

The fault may not be his, but rather 
that of the city or of the neighbors in the 
alley back of his shop Yet for all that 
he needs to read a good book on bacteria 
and learn that, when the tempera ure is 
at from o degrees F. to 100 degrees F., 
those tiny forms called bacteria, which 
grow with almost unimaginable rapidity, 
are in their element. It is said that one 
will produce 20 000,000 in taventy-four 
hours. These each producing in a like 
manner multiply the count rather fast.

Everybody that handles food has got to 
learn what bacteria are. Bacteria are 
always with us, except when we breathe 
the air of mid-ocean or that of some high 
altitufle. They swim, and float, and 
cling. We swallow some with every 
mouthful of food we eat, but, fortunately, 
many of them are bharmless. They are 
most numerous where there is decom- 
posing org@#ife matter. They readily 
transfer themselves to food not yet de- 
composed, but which will be when they 
begin eating it 

Mold is a form or relative of bacteria, 
and, like a multitude of other forms, it 
flouriehes luxuriantly in hot weather, and 
may appear where least expected. 

It will grow on anything slightly acid, 
as exceedingly t bread is likely to 
be, this forming a good nutrient for it.

He to Make Cheeses’ 


HOPE Mrs. k. D. G. in e 
success with this process: How to 
Make Cheese. For a full cream 
cheese take night's and morning's 
milk—or four gallons—and heat in 
a granite pan over a slow fire to an 85 
degree temperature. Stir into it one- 
third part of a rennet tablet (which may 
be obtained at the drug store) dissolved in 
two spoons of cold water. Stir until it is 
thoroughly mixed; cover and let it stand 
in a warm place until the curd becomes 
firm, or for half an hour. Then cut into 
inch squares with a long knife which will 
reach to the bottom of the pan. As fast 
as the whey rises dip it off, cutting curd 
each time in new places. When the curd 
is quite solid and squeaks wen moved 
about it is ready to press and will have 
shrunk to about one gallon or less. For 
a press for a six pound cheese or less— 
take a sirup can, melt out the end where 
the cover fits on; punch the bottom full 
of holes and place on a board which has 
grooves in it to allow the whey to drain 
off. Cut a square of cheese cloth, salt 
the curd (about four level teaspoons for 
this quantity), chop fine with a chopping 
knife, put in the cloth, and place in can or 
press, folding the cloth over the top. 
Place a cover which will fit well on the top 
—a flat cover—and set upon it two flat 
irons. At night take out the cheese, turn 
it over, and put on more weight. In about 
thirty-six hours, or when no more whey 
will drain off, take out the cheese, rub well 
with salt butter. Cut a strip of cloth to 
reach around the cheese and lap over, 
and two circular pleces for the top and 
bottom. Bring out in hot water and pat 
on the cheese with salt butter to exclude 
cheese fly. Set the cheese in a cool, dry 
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day to keep mold off. Four gallons of milk 
cut in three weeks gr left months to get 


too hot, as that hardens cheese. Do not 
put a heavy weight on at first. as that 
takes from the richness of a cheese. Tab-

Death in the Refrigerator. 
[Copyright: 1014: By Lillian Russell.! 


S evety e chemist knows, the action 
of steam, dew, or soft water rap- 
idly converts lead into oxide and 
carbonate, which, streaming down 
the interior of the refrigerator, 

contaminates everything in the form of 
food that it contains. Generally meat, 
milk, and fruit are put together. For ex- 
ample, in a few hours raw beefsteak be- 
comes slippery or slimy to the touch. It 
has developed an acid or sour odor owing 
to the action of the lead. If the ice be- 
comes low, toward the latter part of the 
day, gaseous emanations are freely given 
off. Milk especially, has a particular af- 
finity for the poisonous septon or azote 
thus given off. It becomes charged with 
it, and in the meat and the milk so vitiated 
many of the malignant summer com- 
plaints so common in our midst have their 
origin. 


Adults and ne residing in healthy 
| localities in town and country, and sur- 
' rounded by all the comforts of life, com- 
plain constantly of dyspepsia, accom- 
panied with more or less nervous depres- 
sion. There is frequently a feeling of 
nausea and of weight and oppression 
about the chest.

The same observation applies to fish 
and fowl, the lean parts of which abound 
in septon, and are easily converted into 


pestilential poison by the action of the 
lead emanations in thé varying tempera- 
ture of the ordinary refrigerator. 

It will therefore readily be seen why 
milk and butter so speedily manifest un- 
pleasant consequences when kept any 
length of time in an ice box lined with 
lead. The lurking poison unfortunately 
ls seldom perceptible to the taste, for it is 
the nature of the products of lead to im- 
part rather a sweetish flavor to milk.

INQU:RY NOT ENDED 


Three indictments in the Lotimer- 
Munday bank scandal were formally re- 
turned by the federal grand jury yes- 
tetday. The grand jury did not com- 
plete its investigation of the case and 
additional indictments may be returned 
within a week or ten days. 

Indictments were presented against the 
following: 

Charles B. Munday, vice president 
of the La Salle Street National and of 
the closed La Salle Street Trust and Sav- 
ings bank. 


Charles G. Fox, vice president and 


cashier of the bank. 

Thomas McDonald, 
agent of the bank. 

The indictment reported voted against 
Wiliam Lorimer and two others, it is 
understood, will be returned in a ‘subse- 
quent report. 


Purpose to Deceive. 

Munday is charged with making false 
entries in the books of the national bank 
and with misapplying the bank's funds 
by converting large sums to his own use 
and for the benefit of his string of down- 
state enterprises 

Fox and McDecrald are charged with 
making false entries. The purpose of 
the false entries charged against all 
three defendants, according to the gov- 
ernment, was to inflate the bank’s re- 
serve funds and thereby decéive the na- 
tional bank examiner and the controller 
of the currency. 

Indictments were returned before Judge 
Ferdinand Geiger. After Judge Geiger 
was informed that the investigation 
would be continued, he announced that 
the defendants’ bonds would be left for 
cisposition probably by Judge Carpen- 
ter. 

The government, it is understood, will 
ask that Mundav's bond be fixed at 
$25,000 and that £10,000 be fixed for the 
other two defendants. 


Prepare to Give Bond. 

District Attorney James H. Wilkerson 
was informed by Attorney Miiton J. } ore- 
man, counsel for Munday, that his cell- 
ent and the other defendants would sur- 
render themselves and give bond withina 
day or 80. 

The indictment of Fox and McDonald 
came as a surprise. Their indictment 
was decided upon by the grand jury at 
‘the last moment, it is understood, be- 


auditor and 


ecause they failed to supply the govern- 


ment with desired information. The gov- 
ernment found it necessary to have the 
indictments returned during the day be- 
cause the statute of limitations would 
operate in favor of the three defendants 
after today. 

The statute of the criminal code al- 
leged to have been violated provides for 
a minimum of five years and a maximum 
often years’ imprisonment in case of con- 
viction. There is no fine. 


Munday Asks Forbearance. 

In a statement following the return of 
the indictments Munday said: 

“All I care to say is that I hope the 
public will not form an opinion hastily, 
but rather wait untii I have had an oppor- 
tunity to present my defense. I am pos! 
tive that when this case comes to trial, if 
it ever does, the charges against me will 
mpletely disproved.” 

The indictment against Munday con- 
taine twenty-nine counts, of which the 
ifst fifteen charge false entries and the 
remainder misapplication. There are fif- 
teen counts in each of the indictments 
againet Fox and McDonald, 

The charges of falee entries are based 
on items appearing in the transfer general 
ledger on Aug. 28, 1911. This shows, ac- 
cording to the indictment, that there was 
due from the La Balle Street National 
bank to the Corn Exchange National 
bank, through which the Lorimer bank 
cleared, $119,686.36. This was false, ac- 
cording to the government, as there was 
due from the Corn Bxchange bank $80,- 
313 64 

The sum of these two items is $200,000, 
which was the amount to which the La 
Salle Street bank's reserve was boosted, 
according to the government. 

The government during the day filed 
suit for $75,000 in the United States Dis- 
triet court against the Illinols Surety 
company, of which former United States 
Senator Albert C. Hopkins is president. 
The sult is for the recovery of $50,000 
with interest in the matter of the $50,000 
bonds given by the surety company to 
cover trust funds in bankruptcy deposited 
in the Lorimer bank.

declared that certain of the 
transactions could be used as the basis 
for specific counts of indictments chars 
ing embezzlement. 

The first deal taken up was the consid-

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Munday and his allies.

Three Mortgages Involved. 

The first is one for $40,000, dated Oct. 5, 
1910, and was given as sccurity for e 
loan to Van S. Dresser. The second is an 
$8,000 mortgage giver’ by Mary 8. Gale 
on Aug. 6, 1911. The third is one for 
$7,000, given on July 14, 1908, by Katherine 
and William Seymour. 

These three mortgages are declared to 
have been taken from the vaults some 
time in August of last year. The Dresser 
and Gale mortgages, it is said, were then 
used as security for loans made to Wil- 
liam Lorimer Jr. by A. J. Frank, a down 
state watch manufacturer. The Seymour 


mortgage was said to have been sold and | 


there is no trace of it. 

All that was given the Roesehiill per- 
petual care fund in return was a certificate 
of deposit for $51,575 on Munday’s bank 
of Smithboro. This bank is at present in 
the hands of a receiver. 


Others Leave Vault. 

Besides the three aforesaid mortgages, 
the proceeds from the sale of securities 
worth $71,000 found its way from the 
vault tothe Bank of Smithboro, according 
to cemetery officials. After the money 
was on deposit in Smithboro Munday in 
many cases gave his note to his own pri- 
vate bank and borrowed the money. 

An amazing dieclosure in this connec- 
tion was made by the Sangamon Loan and 
Trust company of Springfield, receiver for 
the Smithboro bank. It was that out of 
loans of $750,000 made by that bank, $700,- 
000 had been loaned to Munday himself, 
but little of it secured by any commercial 
paper. 


Proposed Program 
of Reorganization. 


The La Salle bank failed for $1,226,000. 
The liabilities will exceed the assets by 
approximately that amount if the contem- 
plated reorganization is elected. If 
liquidation becomes necessary, the loss 
may be considerably greater. 

That this Was the basis upon which the 
reorganization was being pur sued, leaked 
out yesterday. The stockholders’ com- 
mittee, headed by Attorney Milton J. 
Foreman, is feverishly endeavoring to 
ralse new capital. The loss represents a 
total one to the bank's stockholders, The 
capital was $1,000,000, the surplus §250,- 
000, and the undivided profits about 
$76,000. All of this has been dissipated 
through the manipulations of Charles B. 
It is declared that 
the loss will not spread to the depositors 
if a reorwanization can be affected. 

A depositors’ committee, headed by At- 
torney Thomas Marshall, is codperating 
with the stockholders. The consent of 
a large majority of the depositors will be 
given to the reorganization scheme, pro- 
vided that the bank is placed in the hands 
of officers acceptable to the Chicago 
Clearing House association and the Mun- 
day-Lorimer taint is removed. 


Niblack Gives Indorsement. 

Indorsement to the reorganization was 
believed to be geen in the significant 
statement by Receiver W. C. Niblack dur- 
ing the day. 

“Tt cannot pay the depositors in full, 
dollar for dollar, he sad. That 1 
know. And even with an assessment on 
the stockholders it is doubtful it enough 
could be collected to pay the depositors. 
Theee assessments are hard to collect. 
It is, therefore, that I am advising the de- 
positors to sign the agreement for reor- 
ganisation, provided they can eee their 
way to be paid in full. Iam not necessa- 
rily fndorsing the plan at present pro- 
posed, but I know that a reorganization 
will be better for the depositors than 


liquidation.”’ 
The plan contemplates the assessment

Realizing Breaks Wheat 
Market; New High Marks 
Scored Early. 


OATS LONGS SELLERS, 


Another wild buying wave swept over 
the wheat pit yesterday and carried prices 
up to new high levels. Shorts bid fran- 
tically, while outside speculators appar- 
ently bought regardiess of prices, being 
imbued with the idea that prices will have 
to advance regardless of any factor but 


the war abroad. Highest prices were 


made early in the day, when.the Decem- 
ber was forced up to $1.17%c and May to 
$1.25. At the top May was 3%c over the 
best point of the previous day and Decem- 
ber was up Ac. 

During the latter part of the session 
there was free realizing. The efforts of 
some of the larger intcrests te regain 
control of the situation was effective in 
discouraging buying, while the profit tak- 
ing by early buyers and outsiders who 
had immense profits helped take the cdge 
off the market. All the early gains were 
eventually wiped out and at the close 
prices were 4%@%c off. 


Cash Trade at Standstill. 

The cash demand was less active, and 
cash houses reported little trade owing to 
the unsettled conditions resulting from 
the violent upturns in prices for futures. 
Shipping salcs were 20,000 bu. Offerings 
from the country were light, exceptin the 
northwest, where farmers were said to be 
gelling stored wheat in some cases, with 
direct country offerings a little larger 
Winter wheat farmers did not show any 
disposition to sell more freely tha they 
have recently. Cash prices were about 
steady relatively. 

Exports during July were probably the 
largest on record, clearances from this 
country being nearly 30,000,000 bu, com- 
pared to about 13,000,000 by a year age 
in July. The figures for July indicate the 
immense amount of wheat that was ip 
tramsit to Burope at the time the war 
broke out. There is little question that 
the August exports would have estab- 
lished another record. Foreign news was 
without special significance. Livcrpool 
was 2@3%d higher Yor futures and spot 
wheat was 1@6d higher. 


Liverpool Advices Bullish. 


Liverpool advices were to the effect that mills 
continued to buy wheat freely and that the 
fax Canade was expected to have much lese 
wheat for shipment this year increased the 
apprebension in regard to future supplies. The 
flour trade is in a decidedly procperous condi- 
tion, as milis are seling about all their output 
for domestic account, with export bueiness in 
proepect. Reports from Kansas said that the 
prospects in many sections were for a emaller 
acreage of winter wheat this year than last. 

Argentina shipped no wheat during the week, 
against 600.100 bu shipped a year ago. Aus- 
tralian shipments will be small and this coun- 
try again will eontribute the bulk of the 
world’s shipment for the week. Primary re- 
ceipts were 1,314,000 bu, against 901.060 bu a 
year ago, and receipts inepected here yeeter- 
day were 106 cars. Northwest care were 470, 
compared to 362 a year ago, and Winnipeg hed 
164 cars; last year, 22 cars. Clearan for 
the day were 752,000 bu wheat and flour,
